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1. DANES HAVE AGREED TO EC-NINE PAPER ON CSCE FOLLOW-ON 
ARRANGEMENTS ALTHOUGH, AS REPORTED COPENHAGEN 154, THEY WOULD 
HAVE PREFERRED AN APPROACH PROVIDING A CONSIDERABLE MEASURE 
OF INSTITUTIONAL FOLLOW-UP. EMBOFF DISCUSSED QUESTION FEBRUARY 

12 WITH MFA ACTING DEPARTMENT HEAD DYVIG BEFORE HIS DEPARTURE FOR 
BONN TO ATTEND EC FOREIGN MINISTERS MEETING. DYVIG SAID THAT EC 
PAPER WAS BEING SUBMITTED FOR DISCUSSION IN NATO SPC THAT SAME 
DAY ALTHOUGH IT HAD NOT YET RECEIVED FINAL APPROVAL OF MINISTERS. 

HE NOTED THAT EC PROPOSAL NOT TO CONVENE MEETING TO REVIEW 
CSCE UNTIL THREE OR FOUR YEARS AFTER ITS COMPLETION WAS NOT REALLY 
CONGENIAL TO DANISH POINT OF VIEW, AS THEY WOULD PREFER A MUCH SHOR- 
TER INTERMEDIARY PERIOD. 

2. EMBASSY BELIEVES THAT DANES MIGHT BE AMONG EC NATIONS MOST 
OPEN TO PERSUASION ON FOLLOW-UP QUESTION, IF DEPARTMENT SHOULD DE- 
CIDE TO PUSH FOR INSTITUTIONALIZATION OR OTHER MODIFICTIONS 

IN EC POSITION. WOULD APPRECIATE INSTRUCTIONS. 
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
